they got off easier than we, for while 
they only paid $450 25 we paid 
$646 50 and still owe the Clerk $373 
under the contract which provided 
that he could have it if Humboldt 
could be induced to come down—and 
as they did so, as appears from Cain’s 
statement, in his interview with the 
editor of the Journal, our Clerk will 
be entitWl to recover, because at the 
time of the allowance of the bill, as 
above stated, the Clerk was to have it 
if Humboldt paid it to Washoe. But, 
as the District Attorney explained at 
the tax puyers’ meeting at the court- 
house, this was one of the “private 
matters of busivess of the officers of 
the county,” and the grand jury did 
wrong in exposing it. I am aware 
that some of the ofticers now claim that 
the $373, if collected from Humboldt, 
should go into the tressury to “reint 
burse Washoe county for what would 
likely be deducted by Humboldt from 
the original claim of $8646 50 for tran- 
script.” While this explanation does 
not helpourfriendsin Humboldt, it was 
intended as a sop to appease the wrath 
of the outraged people of Waslhive 
county.

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CARRARD’S CUESSES. 


What Bradley's Right-hand Man Has 
to Say. 

Colonel Garrard, Governor Bradley's 
private secretary and right-hand man, 
was in town this morning. The Colo- 
nel is a remarkably clean and intelli- 
gent man for a Democrat.
